Mdlle. Bertucat, the harp-player, gave a martinée musicale at Willis’s 
Rooms yesterday, which was attended by a numerous and fashionable 
company. The musical entertainments were principally confined to in- 
strumental performances, but some of Schubert’s melodies were excellently 
sung by the chief members of the German troupe. 

Phitharmonic.—A rehearsal of the eight and last concert of the season 
(being the thirtieth,) took place on Saturday. The symphonies selected 
for performance this evening, are Mozart’s in E. flat, and Beethoven’s in 
C. Minor. The overtures Mendelsshon’s “ Isle of Fingali,” and Weber's 
Jubilee. Mendelsshon plays a pianoforte concerto, and Blagrove a fantasia 
on the violin. The singers will be Miss Birch, Miss Dolby, and Mario. 
Leader, Mr. Loder; conductor, Sir George Smart. An extraordinary 
scene occurred during the rehearsal ; just as Mendelssohn sat down at the 
pianoforte to play his concerto, a volley of hisses issued from the band in 
the orchestra, which made the eminent pianist start up ; but the real cause 
of the very strong marks of disapprobation was soon manifest by shouts 
of “ Turn him out,” &c., calling by name an associate of the society, 
who was walking up the room ; and who was one of those who forgot 
themselves so much at the last concert asto hiss Thalberg, when he was 
encored, in opposition to at least six hundred persons, who were anxious 
for a repetition of the great pianist’s performance. The situation of the 
object of the enraged musicians’ displeasure must have been anything but 

an enviable one, when the eyes of about two hundred persons were turned 
towards him. 

Mrs. Salmon.—The Duke of Northumberland has given ten pounds 
to Mr. Parry, in aid of the subscription raising with a view of purchasing 
an annuity for Mrs. Salmon, once the first English singer of her day. 

The Melodisis.—The last dinner of the season will take place onThurs- 
day, at which Thalberg, Hausmann, and Hayward will be present. 

Royal Society of Musicians.—A lady of the name of Hummel, lately 
residing at Boulogne, but formerly a teacher of the pianoforte in London, 
has bequeathed a handsome legacy to the Ancient Society of Musicians. 
Handel gave to this excellent institution his best support from its establish- 
ment in1738 until his death in 1759, and bequeathed to it a legacy of one 
thousand pounds. . 

VAUXHALL.—The opening of these Gardens is deferred until Monday, 
July 4, when it will positively take place. 

- Amid the late Mr. Yates’s various speculations during the recesses
